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Regarding applicant's arguments with respect to the cited references do not discloses feature of: "the network message includes an 
identification of the identity and identification of the schema" are not persuasive. Jerkin discloses an enterprise access management 
control system includes an access management service that receives registering requests from a plurality applications with their access 
control schemas, and stores registered applications with their associated schemas into a database for later uses. As one of ordinary skill 
in the art would know, the registering requests should include application identification and schema identification so that the access 
management service will use those identifications for access authorizations, see (column 1, lines 40-49, column 2, lines 8-19, lines 35-40; 
column 5, lines 15-32, lines 59-64; column 6, lines 1-7; column 7, lines 45-56; column 8, lines 45-52) . 

Regarding applicant's arguments with respect to the differences between Desai's schema and the schema cited in the claims of the 
present application because Desai's schema does not teach "placement and meaning of data fields" those descripted in the application 
specification, [0042]. In response to applicant's arguments, the office notes that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., placement 
and meaning of data fields) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
